WASHINGTON, April 25.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt today 
asked congress for prompt and 
simple legislation to end tax im- 


Responsibility To Return 
Funds Put Up to Rivers 
and State Lawmakers.

MACON, Ga., April 25.—The 
board of managers of the politi- 
cally-powerful Association of 
County Commissioners of Georgia 
tonight put up to the next Geor- 
gia general assembly the respon- 
sibility of replacing revenues lost 
to counties through tax exemption 
laws passed by the last legisla- 
ture. 

In effect deferring formation of 
a definite policy program and 
making specific recommendations 
for methods of replacing the rev- 
enue lost through homestead ex- 
emption laws, the board voted to 
instruct the incoming president to 
name a committee to work out a 
program for recouping the losses 
in local tax income. 

If past custom is adhered to a 
member of the board of mana- 
gers indicated, the next president 
will be C. A. Matthews, of DeKalb 
county. 

Two Others Named. 

W. E. Beverly, of Thomas coun- 
ty, was named by the board to 
succeed Matthews as chairman of 
the board of managers, and George

He 
noted that recent decisions by the 
supreme court indicate that the 
immunities are not “inexorable re- 
quirements under the constitution 
itself, but are the result of judicial 
decision.”

Matter of Principle. 


He sought to take the issue out 
of the political arena by warning 
the legislators that “it is a mat- 
ter, not of politics, but of princi- 
ple.” The message carried out the 
President’s repeated assertions 
that reform must go along with 
recovery. It reached the capital 
as conferees from the two houses 
were nearing the end of their de- 
liberations on the tax revision bill 
—an integral part of the adminis- 
tration’s new recovery program. 

There was a striking unanimity 
of feeling among legislators, 
friends and foes of the New Deal, 
in favor of the President’s pro- 
posal. Virtually all agreed that 
the vast tax-free reservoirs should 
be drained, but some differed 
whether it could be done by legis- 
lation. Also there was general 
doubt whether it could be done at 
this session since congress is 
plunging headlong toward early 
adjournment.

PRAFT TESTIMONY 
ARAINST DEPUTIES 


Witnesses Are Sworn on 
‘ Bills Drawn Against 
Four Officers Formerly 
on Fulton County Force 


BOOTLEGGERS SAID 
TO HAVE ‘OPENED’ 


Jurors To Postpone All 
Routine Work Today To 
ContinueSpecial Inquiry 


Witnesses appearing before the 
Fulton county grand jury yester- 
day were being sworn on bills 
drawn against four former Ful- 
ton county deputy sheriffs, it was 
learned last night after an aill- 
day session devoted to the spe- 
cial investigation of police graft. 


More than 25 witnesses appear- 
2d for the session, including sev- 
eral “big shot” bootleggers. Grand 
jurors would not comment on a 
report that two bootleggers had 
‘opened up” in the grand jury 
room. 

The jury today will postpone 
routine business until Friday and 
devote its efforts to the special 
investigation. The jury’s term ends 
Saturday night. 


Evidence of “mooching” by city 
policemen was again being studied 
by the grand jury after a Ponce 
de Leon avenue filling station 
operator, reported to have seen 
bootleggers leave whisky for cer= 
tain policemen, was questioned at 
length by the jurors. 

Sworn Against Four. 

Several bootleggers were report- 
ed to have been sworn only on bills 
against four former deputy sher- 
iffs. 

Indictments against 12 former 
deputy sheriffs and 18 city police- 
men were reported to have been 
ready recently, but recent indica- 
tions have been that the grand 
jury would return a smaller num- 
ber of indictments. 

Thirty witnesses have been 
summoned for today’s special ses- 
sion. Subpoenas were served on 
several who testified yesterday as 
they left the witness room, direct- 
ing them to reappear tomorrow. 

The grand jury, in its recent re- 
port of an “astounding picture” of 
graft among city and county law 
enforcement officers, said the 
grafting officers would be indict- 
ed before the end of the present 
term. 

E. E. Andrews, special prosecu- 
tor, has reiterated that no bills 
will be returned until the jury is 
sure of “air-tight” court cases 
against those named. 

Perjury Action Postponed. 

Meanwhile, proceedings on per- 
jury warrants sworn out against 
two witnesses for the state in the 
trial of Pee Wee Burns, on 37 
counts of bribing two city police- 
men and six former deputy sher- 
iffs, were postponed until May 9 
by Municipal Judge Luther Z. 
Rosser. 

The warrants were sworn out 
against Carl Aiken and David 
Townsend. City Policemen W. H. 
Rauschenberg and R. R. Davis 
swore out the warrant § against 
Aiken, who testified he saw Burns 
pay them bribes not to arrest 
him.

No Sales Today, 

No legal sales will be permitted 
in Atlanta or the state today, by 
order of Commissioner Head, be- 
cause it is a legal holiday.

The Henry Grady hotel began 
sales about 11:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning, with the Ansley hotel 
following closely. The G. &° A. 
liquor store on Alabama street ob- 
tained a state license during the 
morning and before nightfall near- 
ly a dozen stores were selling 
liquor over counters to Atlantans 
who, for the first time in 22 years, 
were buying liquor without re- 
sorting to bootleggers. 

Records at the city jail and Ful- 
ton tower revealed last night that 
from midnight Sunday until 11 
o’clock last night,’ only 28 men 
were booked on charges of drunk- 
enness in the city jail, while the 
same hours during past months 
has brought in an average of 50 
or more, At Fulton tower, no men 
had been booked on charges of in- 
toxication up until 11 o’clock last 
night, although as a rule at least 
five such cases are admitted Mon- 
days, attaches said.

Georgia fell 104 during the last six 
months, compared with the pre- 
vious half-year, L. E. Sullivan, di- 
rector of safety education for the 
state highway patrol, announced 
yesterday. 

Mr. Sullivan said the drop in 
auto deaths was the rule in all 
states, as there had been “more 
mobilization against fatal causes.” 
Speed continues to be the predom- 
inant cause of fatal accidents, 
while passing on curves or hills 
is the secondary cause. 

State troopers have recovered 55 
stolen cars and given first aid 
treatments to 172 accident victims, 


besides giving warning tickets to 
15,990 motorists. Of the latter 
number only 103 persons have re- 
ceived second warning, and only 
four persons have received third 
warning tickets about violations, 
which were followed by prosecu- 
tions.

Sixty-five retail permits 
were approved by the mayor last 
week. 

Ferret Illegal Dealers.

Those who walked through the 
scuffling, pushing throngs found 
the city’s 22-year liquor (legal) 
drouth had ended. J. C. Gray, an

Loan Corporation, bought the first 
bottle at 11:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

$11,000 Stock. 
That’s when the doors of the 
Henry Grady liquor shop were 
thrown. open to the public. The 
shop had obtained its license Sat- 
urday and then stored $11,000 
worth of stock. 

Gray posed for some photo- 
graphers at 11:12 o’clock after the 
management had promised him 
he could buy the first bottle. Some 
contended the drouth ended then, 
but the doors didn’t open until 
18 minutes later when the first 
sale was registered with the 
cashier. 

Thirsty Atlantans crowded in-., 
side immediately. Some had wait- 
ed outside all morning for the 
opening. Seven clerks out front 
worked feverishly; perspiration 
peured through their shirts. An 


eighth employe was kept busy re- 
plenishing the stock from the store 
room, 

Hailey Drops In. 

Official Atlanta dropped in to 
see how things were going. Al- 
derman I. Gloer Hailey looked in 
but stressed he was just there as 
a representative of the people. In- 
termingled in the crowd were 
women. 

Many were just curious, came in 
only to look around and see what 
a liquor store looked like. At the 
window, noses were pushed flat 
against the glass as men and 
women, black and white, took their 
look at legal liquor. 

There were many reasons giv- 
en for purchases, ranging from 
‘I’m buying this for a nephew 
with measles” to “I wanted a sou- 
venir of the first legal whisky.” 

Some Are Frank. 

But then there were some pur- 
chasers who admitted frankly, 
‘I’m buying this to drink.” 

“They kinda want some money 
for this whisky,” was a common 
remark as prospective buyers sur- 
veyed price lists, which ran a lit- 
tle higher than had been antici- 
pated. . 

But the crowd was orderly de- 
spite the rushing business which 
continued throughout the after- 
noon and even after other liquor 
stores were opened in the city. 

“There wasn’t as much disorder 
as at a basement bargain sale,” 
one fellow commented. 

And thus the Atlanta liquor 
business went “legitimate.”

| Rules Are Briefed 
For Spelling Final 


A digest of the rules govern- 
ing the state final of The Con- 
stitution-National Spelling Bee, 
in Atlanta May 7, was issued 
yesterday in response to numer- 
ous requests. It was explained 
that the digest interpreted, but 
did not supplant, the complete 
rules of the national contest al- 
ready published. The digest fol- 
lows: 

There will be three or more 
judges. 

All decisions of the judges will 
be final. 

Judges may ask that a word 
be pronounced again or spelled 
again, if in doubt. 

When two pronunciations are 
acceptable, both will be given. 

Words always spelled with a 
capital are considered mis- 
spelled if not spelled with a 
capital. 

Authorities to be used are: 

Webster’s Collegiate diction- 
ary, fifth edition, and Funk and 
Wagnall’s dictionary. 

Should the above authorities 
permit the spelling of a word 
in two ways, either spelling shall 
be accepted. 

A word is considered mis- 
spelled, if the i is not dotted and 
if the t is not crossed. 

If a word is illegible, or if 
there is any doubt about a par- 
ticular letter; viz., e or i, the 
word is considered wrong. 

A word will be considered 
completed when the child pro- 
nounces it the second time.

Text of Roosevelt’s Message 


Urging End of Tax Exemptions | 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress on removing 
tax exemptions from governmen- 
tal securities and salaries: 

The 16th amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, 
approved in 1913, expressly au- 
thorized the congress “to lay and 
collect taxes on incomes, from 
whatever source derived.” That 
is plain language. Fairly con- 
strued this language would seem 
to authorize taxation of income 
derived from state and munici- 
pal, as well as federal bonds, and 
also income derived from state 
and municipal as well as federal 
offices. 

This seemingly obvious con- 
struction of the 16th amendment, 
however, was not followed in ju- 
dicial decisions by the courts. In- 
stead a policy of reciprocal tax 
immunity was read into the 16th 
amendment. This resulted in 
exempting the income from fed- 
eral bonds from state taxation 
and exempting the income from 
state bonds from federal taxation. 

Whatever advantages this re- 
ciprocal immunity may have had 
in the early days of this nation 
have long ago disappeared. 

Today it has created a vast res- 
ervoir of tax-exempt securities 
in the hands of the very persons 
who equitably should not be re- 
lieved of taxes on their income. 
This reservoir now constitutes a 
serious menace to the fiscal sys- 
tems of both the states and the 
nation because for years both the 
federal government and the 
states have come to rely increas- 
ingly upon graduated income 
taxes for their revenues. 
STATES AND NATION 
DEPRIVED OF REVENUES 

Both the states and the nation 
are deprived of revenues which 
could be raised from those best 
able to supply them. Neither the 
federal government nor the 
states receive any adequate, com- 
pensating advantage for the re- 
ciprocal tax immunity accorded 
to income derived from their re- 
spective obligations and offices. 

A similar problem is created by 
the exemption from state, or 
federal, taxation of a great army 
of state and federal officers and 
employes. The number of per- 
sons on the payrolls of both state 
and federal governments has in- 
creased in recent years. Tax 
exemptions claimed by such of- 
ficers and employes—once an iIn- 
equity of relatively slight impor- 
tance—has become aé_e serious 
defect in the fiscal systems of the 
states and the nation, for they 
rely increasingly upon graduated 

. income taxes for their revenues. 

It is difficult to defend today 
the continuation of either of these 
rapidly expanding areas of tax 
exemption. Fundamentally our 
tax laws are intended to apply to 
all citizens equally. That does 
not mean that the same rate of 
income tax should apply to the 
very rich man and to the very 
poor man. Long ago the United 
States, through the congress, ac- 
cepted the principle that citizens 
should pay in accordance with 
their ability to pay, and that 
identical tax rates on the rich 
and on the poor actually worked 
an injustice to the poor. Hence 
the origin of progressive sur- 
taxes on personal income as the 
individual personal income in- 
creases. 

EXEMPTIONS OPERATE 
AGAINST FAIR COLLECTION

actually giving a greater advan- 
tage to those with large incomes 
than to those with small in- 
comes. 

Men with great means best 
able to assume business risks 
have been encouraged to lock up 
substantial portions of their 
funds in tax-exempt securities. 
Men with little means who should 
be encouraged to hold the secure 
obligations of the federal ahd 
state governments have been 
obliged to pay a relatively high- 
er price for those securities than 
the very rich because the tax 
immunity -is ‘of much less value 
to them than to those whose in- 
‘comes fall in the higher brackets. 

For more than 20 years secre- 
taries of the treasury have re- 
ported to the congress the grow- 
ing evils of these tax exemp- 
tions. Economiists generally have 
regarded them as wholly incon- 
sistent with any rational system 
of progressive taxation. 

Therefore, L lay before the 
congress the statement that a fair 
and effective progressive income 
tax and a huge perpetual re- 
serve of tax-exempt bonds cannot 
exist side by side. 
AMENDMENT HELD 
TO BE UNNECESSARY 

The desirability of this recom- 
mendation has been apparent for 
some time but heretofore it has 
been assumed that the congress 
was obliged to wait upon that 
cumbersome and uncertain rem- 
edy—a constitutional amendment 
—before taking action. Today, 
however, expressions’ in recent 
judicial opinions lead us to hope 
that the assumptions underlying 
these doctrines are being ques- 
tioned by the court itself and 
that these tax immunities are not 
inexorable requirements under 
the constitution itself but are the 
result of judicial decision, There- 
fore, it is not unreasonable to 
hope that judicial decision may 
find it possible to correct it. The 
doctrine was originally evolved 
out of a totally different set of 
economic circumstances from 
those which now exist. It is a 
familiar principle of law that de- 
cisions lose their binding force 
when the reasons supporting 
them no longer are pertinent. 

I, therefore, recommend to the 
congress that effective action be 
promptly taken to terminate these 
tax exemptions for the future. 
The legislation should confer the 
same powers on the states with 
respect to the taxation of fed- 
eral bonds hereafter issued as is 
granted to the federal govern- 
ment with respect to state and 
municipal bonds hereafter issued. 

The same principles of just 
taxation apply to tax exemp- 
tions of official salaries. The fed- 

eral government does not now 
levy income taxes in the hun- 
dreds of thousands of state, coun- 
ty and municipal employes. Nor 
do the states, under existing de- 
cisions, levy income taxes on the 
salaries of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of federal employes. Jus- 
tice in a great dmocracy should

THE PATTERN IS FAMILIAR 

The moving finger of destiny once again has 
etched the path of coming History in the basin 
of central Europe. With startling clarity the 
future was presaged Sunday by related events 
which prove that Hitler has not and will not 
stop in his blind march to the east and to 
probable war. That he ‘will have the help of 
other nations appears evident. 

In Czechoslovakia, the mouthpiece of Der 
Fuehrer laid out his demands for the Sudeten 
Germans, residents of the pocketlike section 
lying near the borders of Germany and Aus- 
tria. The demands, eight in number, are not 
of a nature which indicates a common front 
for the preservation of democracy in the land 
created under the aegis of President Wilson. 
They are, in substance, demands which if 
granted will create a little Germany within the 
Czech republic. In addition to “complete equal- 
ity,” Konrad Henlein, leader of the 3,500,000 
Germans of Czechoslovakia, insists on recogni- 
tion of these Germans as a separate group; 
definition and recognition of German ‘districts; 
autonomous administration of such districts; 
legal protection for Germans living outside 
these districts; removal of “injustices” and 
compensation for damages; recognition and ex- 
ecution of the principle of “German officials 
for German districts,” and complete liberty for 
Germans to profess German nationality and 
German world outlook. 

This is, in effect, much as though the New 
England states said to the rest of the nation 
that henceforth the sovereignty of the national 
government would no longer be recognized and 
the northeastern states would be operated with- 
out regard for the well-being of the other 
sections. 

It would mean that Czechoslovakia could no 
longer regard her borders as suitable for defen- 
sive purposes, but must move her defense line 
back from the German districts. 

This would be tantamount to partial dismem- 
berment of the nation. Dismemberment, in fact, 
is demanded at a meeting of 20,000 Hungarians 
held the same day. These people, significantly 
holding the first legal meeting since 1933 of the 
Hungarian Revision League, adopted a resolu- 
tion which stated the historic moment for 
changing the World War peace treaty had ar- 
rived. 

Tension on this same day came also on the 
border of Poland, with Czecho troops firing on 
a balloon owned by a Polish quasi-military or- 
ganization. The two occupants of the balloon 
were arrested when they landed on Czechoslo- 
vakian soil. Poland demands their release and 
once more the fat nears the fire. 

Germany, ‘significantly, has not yet entered 
directly into this bubbling cauldron of trouble. 
The elements which presage a German move, 
however, are rapidly being forged around the 
little nation, which, in a final analysis, holds 
the key to peace and war. By submitting, 
Czechs postpone the day of clash, but in that 
submission pave the road to destruction of their 
nation on “Der Tag.” 


THE LEGEND OF INVINCIBILITY 


What might be designated as legendary, for 
want of a better name, is the exaggerated idea 
of the fighting ability of the Japanese soldier. 
The notion, which has always been given unbe- 
lievable credence abroad, may now be attributed 
more plausibly to Russian inefficiency in 1904. 
In any event, this legend of invincibility has 
been handed down, and greatly embellished in 
the process, especially among the Japanese 
people. 

Even now, when it is a widely accepted fact 
that severe reverses have been inflicted at the 
hands of the Chinese, no actual news of the 
battles has appeared in the controlled press of 
the islands. But “wild rumors” have gained 
currency and the military masters are hard 
put trying to uphold the old legend. “We par- 
tricularly regret,” bewails the Tokyo Chugal, 
“that such falsity is difficult to demonstrate.” 
And well it might be. 

Of course Japan is not yet defeated. But 
the task of forcing the blind and inconsiderate 
Chinese to co-operate in cutting his own throat, 
which was held out to the people by the 
controlled press as the usual routine affair, has 
developed into a major war. And the task be- 
comes more difficult, if not impossible, every 
day. 

One of the very necessary adjuncts of the 
totalitarian state is to maintain control of the 
people’s minds and whip their thoughts into

The Raisty report cites that counties have 
become “to all intents and purposes” merely 
road-building agencies, with 45.4 per cent of all 
county revenues being expended for this pur- 
pose as against less than 1 per cent for eco- 
nomic development. The report suggests, with- 
out exaggeration, that counties have been “pldc- 
ing the cart before the horse.” 

‘This finds complete and timely substantia- 
tion in the selection of Dodge county as the most 
progressive of Georgia counties, with its wide 
program of economic and social aid for its citi- 
zens, and in the selection of DeKalb county and 
Charlton county in second and third place. De- 
Kalb is widely known for the co-operation man- 
ifested between rural and urban groups for de- 
velopment of greater incomes of both groups. 
Charlton followed closely along the same lines. 

Each county, naturally, is confronted with 
various problems, yet it remains evident that 
the future of the state rests in greater ex- 
penditures of money and effort in development 
of resources along the lines followed in Dodge 
county. 

The Reed and Raisty reports will be value- 
less, however, unless interested citizens insist 
that reformative action be taken, wherever 
practical, along lines set forth in both reports, 
for the state generally from the Raisty report 
and for Atlanta and Fulton county from the 
Reed report. 

Georgians are displaying a greater trend to- 
ward co-operation for better government which, 
if continued, must mean greater happiness and 
prosperity for all.

AUTO LIGHT HAZARDS 

The enthusiasm of the American public for 
new things has in the past year manifested 
itself in decoration of automobiles, trucks and 
busses with an assortment of lights wonderful 
to behold. Every conceivable spot has been 
devoted to the cause of light. There are road 
lights, fog lights, spotlights, backing lights, red 
lights, green lights and here and there a light 
selected apparently because it matches the 
owner’s clothes of the moment. 

These are all well and good, in their proper 
use, but today many motorists ride blithely 
along lit up like a Christmas tree to the con- 
fusion and consternation of all other drivers. 
Many apparently have the idea that fog lights, 
for instance, should be used regardless of 
weather conditions. Yet these lights at times 
throw more glare into the eyes of an approach- 
ing driver than bright headlights. This is par- 
ticularly true in the cities, where there is no 
excuse whatsoever for their usage under nor- 
mal driving conditions. 

The general driving public would benefit 
greatly from regulations insisting on the use 
of these extra lights only when conditions war- 
rant. Safe driving is difficult enough without 
this added hazard.

PASSING OF THE COUNTRY CHURCHES 

(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

In the course of his address Sunday at the 
auditorium, the venerable but vigorous and ever 
interesting Bishop Collins Denny, one of the fa- 
thers of southern Methodism, took occasion to de- 
plore the passing of the country church. Such a 
possibility was suggested as one of the results 
which might follow the unification of the northern 
and southern branches. 

Whether Methodists will unite is a question 
peculiar to Methodists themselves. What effect 
such a consolidation will have on more efficient 
and more widespread church activity remains to 
be seen. i 

But the question Bishop Denny has raised 
cannot be confined to the limits of Methodism. 
It is one that must give concern to all denomina- 
tions. 

The country church and the country school- 
house are written large upon the progress of 
American civilization. Aside from their spiritual 
and cultural functions they bridged the gap be- 
tween communities and between people. “Going 
to meeting” meant something more than going to 
worship. It meant a getting together of neighbors 
where they might discuss their common problems. 

No longer do neighbors, equipped with auto- 
mobiles, paved highways and telephones and hav- 
ing the advantage of social and club activities, 
regard the church as necessary in the discharge 
of their old-time social obligations. 

The country church has a definite place, a 
definite mission. Whether the changes and the

They are Mr. Lewis’ de- 
vice for coming out of the depression with more followers than he 
had when the depression started. They are a skeleton political 
machine capable of great expansion. And, to the optimistic insiders 
of the CIO, they are the beginnings of a labor movement unlike 
any this country has seen. 


LABOR. FACES DEPRESSION The history of the CIO’s by 

| et now far-flung network of un- 
employment committees is pretty fascinatng. It begins at a time last 
fall, when Mr. Lewis and certain of his advisers realistically con- 
cluded that a depression was upon them. They knew that the gains 
of the CIO were boom-time gains, and they set themselves to find- 
ing some means by which the gains could be conserved. 

Mr. Lewis’ first invention was the slogan, “Every man has a 
right to a job,” with which he keynoted at the CIO’s Atlantic City 
meeting in October. The unemployment conimittee was chosen as 
the best way of bringing Mr. Lewis’ slogan home to the mass of 
workers. 

The most important step in the establishment of the committees 
was the CIO’s adoption of a new rule, excusing unemployed union 
members from dues payments. Hitherto, the. great majority of 
American unions have made steady dues payments a prerequisite of 
union membership. When their members have lost their jobs, the 
unions have required them to pay up all back dues before allowing 
them to work as union men again. By excusing jobless CIO men 
ae payments, Mr, Lewis kept the CIO membership almost 

ct. 

The unemployment committees were then establshed everywhere 
to give the jobless, non-dues-paying CIO men a sense of still be- 
longing to the CIO. The committees have three duties. They must 
tell all unemployed union members what their rights are in the 
relief set-up and how to get relief. They must help the unem- 
ployed onto the relief roll. And they must watch over enrollees, 
to see that they get everything that is coming to them. 


BILL SMITH ORGANIZES For the jobless CIO men, the un- 

| employment committees have per- 
formed precisely the same function as the Tammany district leaders 
used to perform for the poor in their districts. The political po- 
tentialities of the committees are obvious Less obvious is the po- 
tentiality they have of increasing CIO enrollment. 

By a shrewd arrangement of Mr. Lewis’, the jobless CIO men 
are asked to make a sort of bargain with the unemployment com- 
mittees. They are given valuable help in getting relief. In return, 
they are expected to become unpaid CIO organizers among other 
relief workers. In Detroit, for example, the unemployment com- 
mittee of the United Automobile Workers’ General Motors local 
finds Bill Smith a place on the WPA. In return, Bill Smith en- 
rolls in the UAW any non-union motor worker who may be jobless. 
The newly-enrolled jobless are excused from dues just as Bill 
Smith is.

_Editor Constitution: I read 
your editorial in Saturday’s paper 
about the intangible tax. It was 
very timely and will unquestion- 
ably do. lots of good. 


sive, though, about the future for 
this reason: We do not have a 
revenue system in Georgia which 


will raise the necessary funds to 
finance the appropriations. We 
must have additional taxes or give 
up the social security program or 
the seven-month educational pro- 
gram. Governors and legislatures 
are just like individuals—they fol- 
low the line of least resistance 
when it comes to raising taxes. 
The line of least resistance is to 
simply increase the rate applying 
to existing taxes. It follows as 
day the sun that if Georgia can 
raise two and a half million dol- 
lars from intangible taxes at three 
mills, it can raise $5,000,000 from 
intangible taxes at six mills. Wit- 
ness the motor fuel tax, malt bev- 
erage tax, cigaret tax, etc. The 
motor fuel tax was one cent in the 
beginning, now for state purposes 
it is six cents. The cigaret tax 
was 10 per cent, now it is 20 per 
cent. The malt beverage tax was 
$1.25 per barrel, now $4.50 per 
barrel. It is inevitable that one 
of the first things that will come 
before the general assembly will 
be doubling the intangible tax 
rate. If such a bill is passed, all 
of the good work which has been 
done will be destroyed, and those 
who have moved back to Georgia 
will fold their tents and move out 
again. . 

As a citizen interested in the 
state, I ask you what is the an- 
swer, and what can be the rem- 
edy. There is only one refuge, 
and that is a basic tax that will 
raise from six to ten million dol- 
lars per annum and enable the 
general assembly at the same time 
to repéal a great many of our nui- 
sance and occupational taxes. The 
state must have, if it meets its 
appropriations, approximately $6,- 
000,000 additional annually. Those 
of us who have thought about this 
crisis in our fiscal affairs realize 
that the needed revenue can be 
supplied only by gross income tax 
or by general retail sales tax. 

A program of education should 
be begun now. If not, then the 
next general assembly will in- 
crease existing special taxes and 
enact additional special taxes. If 
this is done, it will destroy ex- 
isting businesses in the state and 
effectively keep new enterprises 
out of the state.

Again and agin we prom- 
ised continuation of the policy of 
checking ‘the domination over na- 
tional economics exercised by a 
few closely integrated financial 
and industrial interests, the con- 
tinued safeguarding and proper 
use and planning of natural re- 
sources, continued efforts in behalf 
of human security. 

Overwhelming Vote. 

The overwhelming popular and 
electoral vote followed the clear- 
cut statement of our objectives in 
our platform.and in many of my 
campaign speeches, especially in 
‘my Madison Square Garden 
speech where I made a definite 
promise that the fight for them 
would go on with unabated vigor. 


Looking back on the year 1936, 
I consider: it a period in which the 
American people began to think 
more than before in specific terms. 
In the three previous years, with 
the impelling desire for recovery 
and reform, there was general ac- 
ceptance of broad policies and 
broad legislation. We thought in 
terms of “business,” “agriculture,” 
“industry” and “labor.” 

In 1936, however, we commenc- 
ed to discriminate in our public 
thinking, especially in regard to 
our continuing efforts to end spe- 
cific evils or unwholesome prac- 
‘tices in many fields. The public 
generally recognized this, and was 
thus able to discriminate between 
the good and the bad when the 
promises of 1936 came to be ful- 
filled in 1937 and 1938. For ex- 
ample, the public began fully to 
understand that the efforts of the 
administration and the congress to 
close loopholes in the tax laws 
which had been taken advantage 
of by a few rich men and corpor- 
ations were not an attack on all 
rich men and corporations; and, 
in the same way, that efforts to 
end abuses perpetrated by some 
public utilities were not a cam- 
paign against successful private 
ownership of utilities. 

Temporary Clouding. 

Inevitably, enhanced thought on 
details began to bring with it cer- 
tain natural forms of selfishness. 
Preferences and benefits were 


tinged with local or regional con- 
siderations or with the special as- 
pects of particular occupations or 
businesses. This unfortunately ne- 
cessitated a temporary’ clouding 
of the national point of view. It is 
perhaps an inevitable phase. But 
I believe most deeply that it is a 
phase preparatory to the final 
stage when, having learned the 
lesson of the interdependence of 
all groups, the American public 
will return more firmly than ever 
to the understanding that local or 
sectional or group interests can- 
not interfere with national action 
for national needs. 

The good-neighbor policy which 
I declared in my first inaugural 
address in 1933, and all of its im- 
plications and expressions during 
my first-term of office, including 
the reciprocal trade agreements, 
were submitted to the electorate 
for approval in the election of 
1936. The overwhelming verdict 
at the polls encouraged me in 


that purpose. 
Neighborly Agreements. 

I felt that the policy of the 
good neighbor had also been so 
widely approved throughout the 
21 American republics that I con- 
sulted early in 1937 with the 20 
other Presidents, looking toward 
the holding of a special confer- 
ence—not merely to receive 
pledges of good-will from each 
other but to devise consultative 
methods for the settlement of in- 
ter-republic problems or disagree- 
ments, and through consultation 
to provide defense against aggres- 
sion spreading from other conti- 
nents. 

In the foreign field, especially 
in Europe, there were unmistak- 
able evidences of increased fre- 
quency among nations to disre- 
gard solemn treaty obligations— 
a precedent for an even more se- 
rious situation in 1937. The race

THOU AND THY HOUSE. 

I have a family of persistent un- 
believers, with as strong a Set of 
wills as probably exist. They will 
sometimes listen to the Word in 
obdurate silence and utmost in- 
difference, but never yield an inch. 
I have faith that constant prayer 
will effect what would be nothing 
short of a miracle in their case. 
Is there any practical consolation 
to be had in Acts 16:31? Was that 
invitation specific only to the jail- 
er and “his” family, or can I also 
take it? Even then, how can it be 
taken literally? Each one must 
make “his own” peace with God 
through Jesus Christ, and not one 
for another—so wherein does this 
promise count? I am sorely tried. 


The language of Acts 16:31, 
taken by itself, is capable of two 
constructions: either, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and (by reason of 
thy belief) thy house also shalt 
be saved”; or “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus .Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved; and this is true not only 
for thee, but it is also true that 
if thy house believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, it too shalt be saved.” 
The context shows that the latter 
construction is correct. For the 
preachers “spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house,” with the re- 
sult that the jailer “rejoiced, be- 
lieving in God with all his house.” 
Of course, each person had to be- 
lieve for himself. Keep right on 
with your praying to God for your 
own house, and keep on in your 
faithful testimony, leaving it all 
with Him who knows all about it 
and “judgeth righteously.”

UPHOLDS BANKRUPT 
AGT 10 AID CITIES 


Approves Law Allowing 
Scaling of Debts Under 
Certain Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—(P) 


The supreme court, by declaring 

constitutional today the revised 

, municipal bankruptcy act, opened 

* the way for 3,000 distressed cities, 

towns and other political sub-di- 

- ys gg to seek adjustment of their 
e 


The revised law provides a 
bankruptcy system under which 
debts can be scaled down under 
certain conditions, if courts ap- 
prove. It was enacted last year 
as a substitute for municipal bank- 
duptcy legislation invalidated by 
the court in May, 1936. The 
tribunal held then, in a 5-to-4 de- 
_ cision, that the original act violat- 

ed states’ rights. 


Chief Justice Hughes, speaking 
for the majority in today’s 6-to-2 
decision, said that congress, in en- 
acting the new legislation, had 
been “especially solicitous to af- 
ford no ground” for this objection. 
Justice McReynolds and‘ Butler 
dissented but wrote no opinion. 
Justice Cardozo did not partici- 
pate 

The earlier invalidating decision 
was written by Justice McReyn- 
olds.

In the minority were 
Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Cardozo, Brandeis and Stone.

amount collected. He ‘added $1,- 
300,000 derived from licene tag 
sales and deducted another $300,- 
000, retained by the State Treas- 
ury, thus placing the net receipts 
of the epartment at about $10,- 
000,000 a year. 
Disbursements. 

Disbursements were listed brief- 
ly as follows: 

Maintenance and repairs to 
roads in the system, $2,500,000. 

Matching of federal funds, $3,- 
250,000. 

Grading and drainage work, $3,- 
000,000, leaving $1,250,000 for en- 
gineering, administration and 
emergency wo 

There is a cal of 10,939 miles 
in the state highway system, in- 
cluding improved and unimproved 
stretches. Of this total, 6,694 are 
improved and 4,245 unimproved. 
A total of approximately $225,- 
000,000 has been expended by the 
department since it was organized 
for construction and maintenance, 
he said, adding that 750 miles have 
been paved by the department 
within the past 15 months. 

“There is no question but that 
the members of this association 
have honestly endeavored to 
strengthen and improve county 
governments in the state,” Mc- 
Curdy said. 

“What is our position now? I 
defy anyone to successfully con- 
tradict the statement that the actual 
continuance of counties as units 
of government is more uncertain 
today than it has ever bene in our 
history.”

“The powers you county com- 
missioners formerly exercised are 
being taken from you. You know 
it. You know that strong political 
influences have sought and are 
still seeking to transfer to the 
highway department the entire 
road system in the state.

by Parliaments of Both

LONDON, April 25.—(P)— 
Great Britain and Ireland em- 
barked today on an era of good 
neighborliness with the signing of 
a sweeping accord which must be 
ratified by both parliaments. 

Heading the signers in an his-

to normal. If you gained only two 
or. three pounds last year, and can 
only recall a pound or so the pre- 


usually begins with just such 
small weight gains. 

For a year or two you gain only 
three or four pounds. That is very 
easy to do. You can’ gain four 
pounds in a year simply by tak- 
ing one-half pat of butter—50 cal- 
ories—per day more than you 
need. Then you grow a bit care- 
less and add six or eight pounds, 
but you are used to an increase 
in weight and do nothing about it. 
Finally, you can build up to i7 
pounds in a year. After all, that 
only takes 200 excess calories a 
day. 

At that rate you can certainly 
add 40 pounds in five years! You 
can do it by taking daily one ex- 
tra pat of butter or one chocolate 
cream, or the calorie equivalent, 
beyond your actual requirements. 
Figure it out for yourself. Only 
4,000 extra calories make one 
pound of adipose tissue. 


How much did you gain in 19377 


You may think of obesity as a 
calamity that overtakes someone 
else, but it can happen to you. The 
unfortunate part is that the 
weight accumulation is often so 
gradual that it is accepted as nat- 
ural. Don’t let overweight slip 
up on you! It is so much easier 
to keep your weight down than 
to get it down. 


Statistics show that a 10-pound 
gain over 20 years is the average, 
but if you should gain that 
‘amount in one year, or even in 
two, do something about it! Some- 
thing has gone wrong with your 
weight mechanism and it is prob- 
ably your fault. Every now and 
then overweight can be blamed 
on the glands, but in almost every 
instance it is the penalty of eat- 
ing more food than you can turn 
into energy. 

Clamp down on your appetite 
when the scales begin to climb. 
You may not need to go on a diet. 
You can easily check an upward 
trend of the scales by cutting cal- 
ories here and there. Substitute 
fresh fruit for rich desserts, take 
a little less gravy and other forms 
of fat, and go without the in-be- 
tween-meal calories. You might 
make it a rule always to leave the 
table feeling as if you could eat 
a little more. Ten minutes after 
you have left the table you will | 
have lost all interest in food. Try 
this plan instead of relying on 
your appetite, which is untrust- 
worthy. 

Consult the “Calorie Chart” and 
check up on your dietary exer- 
cises. If you will keep a firm rein 
mm your appetite and never allow 
yourself to’ stuff, you will never 
have to starve to get your weight 
down.

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY, ~ 


Gooseflesh, chilblains and frost- 
bite are, to date, the only ailments 
definitely due to cold. 

In stating this fact I do not 


| mean to imply that cold may not 


be a contribu or an aggravat- 
ing factor of numerous other ail- 
for example, 


able if he keeps nice and warm. 
And for that matter, I have plenty 
to argue about, without question- 
ing the common belief that a vic- 
tim of chronic 1heumatiz, what- 
ever ails him, suffers less in a 
mild warm climate or in summer 
than in a cold climate or in win- 
ter. At the same time, without 
uttering one woru in the presence 
of Mr. or Mrs. Wiseacre, I reserve 
my conviction that neither the cli- 
mate nor the weather nor the 
amount of clothing the victim 
wears nor the degree of artificial 
warmth he maintains in the at- 
mosphere in which he lives has a 
thing to do with the etiology of 
his ailment. 


From wa: back the great doc- 
tors, authorities, specialists and all 
have “pronounced” facial palsy to 
be due to exposure of the face to 
cold. For example, when the pa- 
tient wakes one morning and finds 
he can’t whistle, frown, wink or 
even smile—as the trouble most 
often manifests itself—it is com- 
paratively easy for the learned 
doctor to shake his head and in- 
form the patient that he or she 
evidently slept in a draft last 
night, caught cold in the facial 
nerve and consequently has facial 
neuritis. In pathology, however, 
such an hypothesis cannot satis- 
factorily account for inflammation 
of a nerve—but learned doctors 
sounding off in the consulting 
room or in the sick room do not 
bother much about pathology. As 
long as the patient is impressed, 
that’s all that matters, isn’t it? 

The facial nerve emerges from 
its origin in the brain through a 
channel in the skull bone just be- 
hind the ear. The nerve is fre- 
quently involved in chronic mid- 
dle ear inflammation, and this ac- 
counts for many instances of fa- 
cial palsy ascribed to “cold” or 
exposure to cold draft on the face. 

Sciatica is inflammation of the 
great sciatic nerve, the largest 
nerve in the body, half as thick 
and wide is your thumb. In many 
cases sciatica is found to be caused 
by pressure upon the sciatic nerve 
trunk back of the hip, from sub- 
luxation of the sacro-iliac junc- 
tion. Partial dislocation, relaxa- 
tion, slipped innominate as the os- 
teopaths call it—the osteopaths 
recognized these not uncommon 
sacro-iliac sprains, strains or re- 
laxations long before we regulars 
did, and in my opinion an osteo- 
path is the right one to consult 
when you have sciatica, lumbago 
or any similar disability. In as 
many cases sciatica is a neuritis 
of infective character, usually focal 
infection due to bacteria or their 
toxins from some long neglected 
septic focus elsewhere in the body. 

Obviously no specific remedy 
for sciatica can be indicated. In 
each case the diagnosis and treat- 
ment are problems for the physi- 
cian to solve after careful exami- 
nation.

Trying to determine how val- 
uable “kitty” will be to your hand 
is one of the first problems in 
bidding which proceeds the same 
as in contract bridge. 

Suits rank as follows: notrump, 
with a value of 40 for each trick; 
eagles 30, spades and hearts 25 
each, diamonds and clubs 20.

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MAGNETS AND THE COMPASS 
Yesterday I spoke of a way to 
turn an ordinary iron rod into a 
magnet by holding it toward the 
north, on a slant, and striking the 
upper end with a hammer, 


Compass of Type Widely Used in 
Airplanes. It Shows Very Slight 
Changes in Direction. 


My tests worked well, indeed. 
Not only was able to make a 
compass needle move with the rod, 
but I also was able to lift a few 
bits of iron—iron filings. 

How can such a thing be? That 
question can be answered only by 
a knowledge of the magnetic lines 
of the earth. The earth, itself, is a 
great big magnet. So-called “lines 
of force” pass between the north 
magnetic pole and the south mag- 
netic pole. The lines of force have 
power in them to do something to 
an iron rod when it is held slant- 
ing toward the north, and is struck 
sharp blows, 

You could hold the iron rod in 
that direction for hours, and noth- 
ing would happen to it. To make 
the magnet, you must also strike 
it with a hammer or other tool. 
The hammer blows do some- 


thing to the iron. We do not know |. 


exactly what they do, but it seems 
almost certain that this is what 
happens: 

Tiny parts of the iron are made 
to “line up like soldiers.” Before 
the hammer blows, they are “fac- 
ing” in all directions. Afterward 
they probably face toward the 
north, or toward the south. 

The tiny parts may be “mole- 
cules,” or they may be “atoms.” 
In any case, they appear to let the 
earth’s magnetic lines of force 
pass through the rod when the test 
is made. 

If you hold an fron rod (which 
has not been magnetized) toward 
the east or west, your hammer 
blows will not turn it into a mag- 
net.

The discus- 
sion has already acted as a spur 
to the municipal bond market just 
at a time when swollen excess re- 
serves of the banks have been ef- 
fective in advancing 
bonds to new highs. If by any 
route or by any device tax ex- 
emption of new bonds is abolish- 
ed, the value of.those issued before 
that reform must be enhanced. 


Dispute About Fairness. 


There is no dispute about the 
fairness of doing away with this 
refuge from taxation of those in- 
vestors who are best able to con- 
tribute toward the expenses of 
government. All the argument is 
over the way in which it should 
be done. The President thinks 
that congress can do it and that 
the courts will uphold such action, 
while the opposition. contends that 
only an amendment to the consti- 
tution will be affective. All sec- 
retaries of the Treasury of both 
parties in recent years have ad- 
vocated subjecting the bonds of 
the federal and of the state gov- 
ernments to mutual taxation. 

Doubtless the states will hesi- 
tate to lose the advantage they 
now have in financing their needs, 
but popular sentiment will all be 
on the side of the change. Mean- 
while, we have added another in- 
centive to the accumulation of tax- 
exempt bonds which were already 
in urgent demand. As far as the 
business outlook goes, there is 
nothing in the proposal to facilitate 
the raising of new capital by pri- 
vate industry. That situation re- 
mains unchanged.

“Tet us do ourselves honor by 
electing him by acclamation.” 

All five directors whose terms 
—in addition to that of Noyes— 
expired this month were re-elect- 
ed, tabulation of the ballots dis- 
closed tonight. 

They were: Robert McLean, of 
the Philadelphia Bulletin, who 
also is AP’s first vice president; 
Paul Patterson, of the Baltimore 
Sun; Frank E. Gannett, of the 
Rochester Times Union; Frederick 
E. Murphy, of the Minneapolis 
Tribune, and, for the papers in 
the smaller city classification, 
Josh L. Horne, of the Rocky

Plea for Independence. 

Noyes, the white-haired maker 
of a journalistic tradition, the only 
survivor of the band of three 
who formed the Associated Press, 
stood before his colleagues to ask 
that they dedicate themselves 
anew—‘“just as we dedicated our- 
selves nearly 50 years ago’—to 
the principle of a news stream

nevertheless, behind it was the 
kindness and attentiveness that 
has made you say it, and I can 
never forget that. 

First, I want to say that no one 
knows better than I that what- 
ever the contribution I have been 
able to give to the success of the 
Associated’ Press, its success has 
not been due to me; but the suc- 
cess of the Associated Press, as 
all of you know, has ‘been 
through the staff who have daily 
gathered the news. 

Under the direction of two 
great men, who have served as 
general managers, that news was 
gathered under’ the principles 
that we laid down. And’/it is also 
true that if I had attempted to 
interfere with that unbiased re- 
port I would have been banish- 
ed. If it were the general mana- 
ger or his predecessor who had 
attempted to color the news or 
serve a biased report to you, he 
would have been banished, be- 
cause that is the whole basis of 
the organization. 

1,300 Members Watch. 

Thirteen hundred members of 
the Associated Press, as well as 
the board of directors, are on 
watch hour by hour and day 
by day to see that that re- 
port is not contaminated, is 
not biased, does not repre- 
sent the beliefs of the opin- 
ions or the desires of any one in- 
dividual. That, after all, is the 
real basis of what the Associated
